| Suffering and to Save or 
| Prolong Life. 


Chicago, November 19.—Six physi- 
Gans composing a coroner's jury, to- 
@ay held that Dr. H. J. Haiselden, who 
permitted an infant, John Bollinger, to 
@ie when an operation might have 
gaved him to a life of unhappiness as 
a defective, was morally end ethically 
justified in refusing to perform the 
operation which his conscience did not 
sanction. An implied disapproval of a 
course wherein a physician might de- 
termine if it was or was not desirable 
for a patient to live, was contained in 


the concluding paragraph of the ver- 
dict. “We believe that the physician's 
highest duty is to relieve suffering and 


to save or prolong life.” 

The jury was composed of the fol- 
lowing physicians: John F. Golden, 
Mercy hospital; Arthur Rankin, pro- 
fessor of anatomy, Loyal university; 
D. Howard Chislett, dean of Hahne- 
mann college; D. A. K. Steele, dean of 
the Physicians and Surgeons’ college 
of the University of Illinois; Henrv F. 
Lewis, professor of obstetrics, Cook 
county hospital; Ludwig Hektoen, pro- 
fessor of pathology, Rush Medical col- 
lege of the University of Chicago. 

Dr. Haiselden’s Evidence. 

Dr. Haiselden in his tegtimony said 
he did not reach his final decision not 
to operate until he had consulted fif- 
teen practicing physicians, fourteen of 
whom approved his course of letting 


the child, wire of a workm * 
mother of three other ch are all 
physically and mentally normal, also 
agreed that the baby would be better 
off dead, he declared, 

J did not operate, first, because of 
the deformity of the child, and second, 
because of the seriousness of the case,“ 
he said. “I did not urge the parents 
to follow my advice; I simply gave 
my opinidn as a consulting surgeon. 
I was morally certain the child would 
be a defective.” 

Dr. /Haiselden said he based his 
opinion on the child’s actions. He said 
he was unable to determine beyond all 
doubt that the child was both deaf and 
blind. He said, however, it failed to 
respond to the customary light tests, 
and that the fact that one of the ears 
was not developed at all and the devel- 
opment of the other was only rudi- 
mentary convinced him that the child 
was deaf. 

Dr. Robertson Utters Caution. 
Dr. Haiselden showed a number of 
X-ray pictures of the child’s anatomy. 

Dr John Dill Robertson, city health 
commissioner, who testified that there 
was no evidence that the child would 
have been mentally defective, issued a 
statement, in part as follows: 

“A question of tremendous impor- 
tance is at once raised as to.whether 
the right of any child to live should 
rest wholly on the judgment of any 
physician. I do not want to be under- 
stood as questioning the right of any 
physician to act as his conscience or 
judgment in any particular case would 
dictate, and to operate or not operate 
in accordance therewith, but at the 
same, time the life of every child 
should be so safeguarded by the com- 
munity that it would not have to de- 
pend upon the judgment of any one 
or two physicians. 

“If we are going to depart from 
the recognized duty of the physician 
to save life regardless of what that 
life shall be afterward, then the state 
must provide some tribunal similar to 
ithat of ancient Sparta, which question- 
ed the right of every child to live until 
it had been passed upon by this tri- 
bunal.” 

The Verdict of the Jury. 

The vérdict of the coroner’s jury fol- 
lows: 

“We find from the evidence present- 
ed and from personal investigation that 
Allan John Bollinger died from the ef- 
fects of imperforate anus.

A ballot that resulted overwhelming- 
ly in favor of sustaining the position 
taken by Dr. Haiselden and the mother 
of “Baby Bollinger,” the Chicago de- 
‘fective infant who was allowed to die 
by its mother and physiclan ‘rather 
than subject it to an operation that 
might give it a chance to live, was cast 
by nine prominent women officials and 
twelve mothers at the “Georgia Better 
Babies” show at Taft hall Friday aft- 
ernoon. _ 

The twelve mothers who have en- 
tered their babies in the south's great- 
est baby show, and seven of the nine 
officials, voted without qualifications to 
uphold the doctor and mother in the 
“Baby Bollinger’ incident, which has 
attracted nation-wide attention in the 
press. They believe that a service was 
one to the baby as well as humanity. 


ONLY ONE 
OPPOSES. 


Only one official voted against the 
“death sentence” passed by the doctor 
and mother. She héld the view that no 
one has a right fo destroy human lite: 
that the life of the child belonged to 
the child itself, and it should have 
been given an opportunity to live. 

Another official took a newutra: po- 
sition, and would not cast a ballot 
on either side. 

The ballots were cast by the nine 
officials as follows:

That the Bulgars Have 
Taken -Monastir—C risis 
Evidently Has Been Reach- 
ed in the Balkans. 


| London, November 19.—The position 
of the Serbian army and the attitude 
of Greece toward the entente powers 
are still the. questions of interest in 
Europe. Reliable information on both 
situations is so meager that the public 
is unable to judgé if changes have tak- 
en place. 

It is thought the Serbians may make 
a stand on the historic plain of Kosso- 
vo, east of the Montenegrin frontier, 
where 500 years ago they lost their in- 
dependence to Turkey. They either 
must do this or retire into the moun- 
tains of Montenegro, or northern Al- 
bania, where, although they would be 
nearer help from the Adriatic, it would 
be difficult to keep them supplied, ow- 
ing to the absence of roads. 

The Austro-Germans on the north are 
now within thirty miles of the Mitro- 
vitsa- Pristina line of the Serbians, 
while the Bulgarians in the south are 
said already to have passed Monastir, 

In the north the line of the invaders 
is pushing the Serbs and their Monte- 
negrin allies farther and farther west, 
and it would appear that their only ay- 
enues of escape now lead into eastern 
Montenegro and northern Albania. 

In the south, if, as unofficial reports 
j have it, Monastir hag fallen to the Bul- 


1 the ‘aca or enter south- 
eastern Albania. 

To the east; in the extreme southern 
portion of the mountain kingdom, the 
Bulgarians have deen on the offensive 
against the French: in the. vicinfty of 
Strumitea, but Paris says thy were 
repulsed with heavy casualties. Noth- 
ing is known of the operations of the 
British in the southern region against 
the Bulgarians. 

Whether the Greeks will permit the 
Serbs in retreat from Monestir to enter 
their territory without being interned, 
or whether the Anglo-French forces 
would be allowed to do so if pushed 
back by the Bulgarians, has not be- 
come known, although a more hopeful 
feeling prevails in Paris and London 
since Denys Cochin’s visit to King Con- 
exasgiows and the Greek ministers.

SERB POSITION 
MOST DIFFICULT. 

London, November 19.—-No dispatches 
have been received either from Athens 
or Saloniki since early Thursday and 
this closure of telegraphic communi- 
cation is regarded as ominous for the 
position of thé Serbian army, which is 
engaged in a difficult. retreat. 

Unconfirmed reports that Bulgarian 
advance guards have entered Monastir 
are regarded here with suspicion. Ac- 
cording to official statements, however, 
almost four-fifths of Serbia already is 
overrun by the Austro-Germans and 
Bulgarians. 

The Austro-German advance from the 
northwest approaches the Sanjak of 
Novipazar, having reachéd the north 
of Raska. Thence it passes through 
Kursumlia and Radian, ending at a 
point between Leskovatz and Vranya. 
The occupation of Kurgumlya brings 
the invaders close to Mitiovitsa and 
gives them the key to one of the few 
great cross roads cutting Serbia from 


| west to east, 


The Serbian army is being forced be- 
tween the limits of two narrow fronts, 
Mitrovatza and Pristina, in the center, 
and y Show 4 ¢ and Monastir, on the south. 
The Serbians have the alternative of 
giving battle where they stand or re- 
tiring in the center througr Sef a 
into Albania and in the south, if the 
road into Albania is barred. 

There appears to be no hope that 
the British and French forces landed at 
Saloniki can give the Serbs any assist- 
ance in their difficult retreat. The 
railway from Mitrovitza soutn is not 
available as the Bulgarians bar the 
way at the Uskup junction and the 
Katchanik pass, while the most avail- 
able roads are not suitable for trans- 
port of large armies with guns and 
commissariat wagons. 

The result of the conference of 
Denys Cochin, member of the French 
cabinet, with the Greek ministers at 
Athens is still. unknown, but, accord- 
ing to a statement in today’ . Times, the 
Greek premier, M. Skouloudis, is not 
in favor of disarming and interning 
the Anglo-French and Serbian troops 
should they be forced into Greek terri- 
tory. There is reason to believe that 
if they be compelled to withdraw into 
Greece they will not be interned. 


PRILEPE EVACUATED 
BY THE SERBIANS. 


Paris, November 19.—The Saloniki 
dispatch announcing the general re- 
treat of the Serbs on the southwestern 
front after the capture of Babuna pass 
by the Bulgars, is without official con- 
firmation, says a Havas dispatch from 
Athens filed yesterday. The only fact 
established is the evacuation of Prilepe 
by the Serbs. The abandonment of 
Babuna pass has been expected in 
Athens military circles for several days 
as it was not considered possible for 
the Serbs, notwithstanding their he-

The jury took five ballots. They dis- 
agreed on the penalty, nine standing at 
first for the maximum of five years’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $2,000. 

Motions for a new trial will be heard 
tomorrow. | 

The Lasalle eros bank was organ- ! 
ized by Munday and, according to 
charges of the state’s attorneys in the 
present trial, the name “senator” as 
applying to William Lorimer, was capi- ' 
talized as one of the bank’s big assets. 

With the bank's fallure in June, 
1914, came the collapse of nine other 
banks and trust companies of the so- 
called Lorimer-Munday string. 

Fourteen persons were indicted, Lori- 
mer and Munday being chief among | 

them. The indictments charged them 
with looting the institution of almost, 
$2,500,000 and with violation of vir- | 
tually every banking law of the state. 

The indictments charged that assets 
of the LaSalle street concern were stol- 
en to organize other banks in the chain, 
that checks had been “kited” and that 
the parent bank had been insolvent for 
some time prior to the collapse. 

Munday’s rise was spectacular. He 


went rapidly from manager of a Small 
telegraph office to part ownership in 
eleven banks and a dozen large bDusi-. 
ness concerns. He was born and reared 
where his father was 
justice of the peace. 

Maclay Hoyne, state’s attorney of 
Cook county, who was in the court 
room, said Lorimer would go to trial 
after the first of next year.

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Following Execution of the 
T. W. W. Man, Gov. Spry 
Declares He Intends to 
Clear Utah of Lawbreakers 


Salt Lake City, Utah, November 19.— 
Governor Spry, of Utah, announced to- 
night his intention to “clear the atate 
of the lawless element that now in- 
fests it, and see to it that inflamma- 
tory street speaking is stopped.” 

The governor's statement came 4s 
the aftermath to the execution by a 
firing squad here early today of Joseph 
Hillstrom for the murder of J. G. Mor- 
rison and Morrison's son on January 
10, 1914. i 

Hiltbtrom's case attracted country- 
wide attention and prompted the in- 
tercession of President Wilson, the 
Swedish minister to the United States 
and the American Federation of La- 
bor. The reply yesterday by Gov- 
ernor Spry to President Wilson's sec- 
ond message asking a respite for Hill- 
strom definitely terminated the hopes 
of Hillstrom’s sympathizers that a 
stay of execution might be granted. 
The governor refused to grant a res- 
pite on the ground that no new evi- 
dence tending to point to Hillstrom’s 
innocence had been presented. 

Under the Utah law Hillstrom was 
allowing to choose between hanging ang 
shooting. ** 

Governor Spry’s Statement. 

In his statement tonight, Governor 
Spry said: 

“Every law-breaker, every man who 
defles law and order, every man who 
is opposed to law and order—call them- 
selves what they will—will be driven 
out of the state. I am going to see 
that the work is started at once. If the 
city officers and others whose duty it 
is do not do so, I will do it myself. I 
am going to see that inflammatory 
street speaking is stopped, and at once, 
let them call it ‘by free speech’ or any 
other name they wish.” 

The governor said the mffitia would 
be used if necessary to clear the state 
of the men who have been “writing 
threatening letters and making incen- 
diary speeches.” 

It is known that a considerable 
amount of evidence has been collected 
by the state in the last few months. 

An affidavit by William Busky, of 
Seattle, that he was with Hillstrom at 


another place at the time of the mur- 


ders is not supported by the records 
here. He was not with Hillstrom from 
2 p. m. until 10 p. m. on that day, ac- 
cording to the police. Busky did not 
testify for Hillstrom at the preliminary 
hearing, as hie asserts. Hillstrom did 
not offer any defense at the hearing, 
and called no witnesses. 

Ed Rowan, local secretary of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, an- 
nounced tonight that the funeral would 
be held Sunday under direction of the 
Industrial Workers of the World, and 
that the body would be sent to Wil- 
liam D. Haywood next Monday ‘for 
burial at Chicago. 

Fought the Guards, 

Although self-possessed when he 
faced his. executioners, Hillstrom had 
a sensational nervous collapse just 
previously. He tied the door of his cell 
with strips torn from his blankets and 
fought the guards fiercely with the 
handle of a broom he had snatched 
from an attendant in the corridor. 

Hilistrom retired calmly last night. 
He remained apparently in sleep until 
early this morning. About 4 o’clock he 
arose and began to shake the cell door, 
shrieking as if in a nightmare. The 
outside guards turned in a general 


|] savagely with the broom handle, which 


he had broken in two, leaving a sharp 
point on one piece. Deputy Warden 


Ure received a slight wound in the} 


arm from Hillstrom’s weapon. Hills- 
trom fought silently until Sheriff Cor- 
less, for whom he had previously man- 
ifested high regard, arfived and ap- 
pealed to him.

Fighting for Life. 

Hillstrom hesitated a moment and 
then yielded. Well, I'm through,” he 
said.

The blanket strips he had tied to 
the door were then cut, he was blind- 
folded and led to the place of execu- 
tion, supported by two guards. He 
talked incessantly in the few minutes 
that elapsed between the time of his 
arrival and the firing of the death 
volley. He asked whether any of his 
friends were in the firing squad and 
kept saying he was innocent and 
would die like a man. 

His voice was clear but low. He 
was quickly adjusted te the death 
chair and the attendants drew aside. 

After he was seated the officers ask- 
ed him if he had anything to say. He 
sald: 

“Gentlemen, I die with a clear con- 
science. I never did anything wrong 
in my life I die fighting,‘ not like 
a coward. Well, m going, goodbye.” 

When the officer started to give the 
command to fire, Hilistrom yelled, 
„ire!“ The squad fired and the bul- 
lets plerced hig heart. He was dead 
in sne minute and ten seconds after 
the volley was fired. 

Under Eyes of Death Watch. .

There are left, per- 
haps, a few veterans of our own civil war 
who have feeling recollection of the con- 
scription acts, both north and south, when 
the American conflict of half a century ago 
was at its height. But even then conscrip- 
tion meant far less to the people of both 
sections of the United States than it does 
to England today, because the sentiments 
and prejudices of that time were far more 
overpowering than England has yet known 
in a war whose motives and ultimate aims 
many of the English themselves seem not 
yet to appreciate. 

It is not that the patriotic sentiment is 
lacking, for that has been publicly expressed 
in the outbursts of passion directed against 
those who made any pretense to escaping 
possible military service; as in the protest 
which prevented approximately a thousand 
Irishmen from embarking upon a vessel re- 
cently about to sail for the United States. 

But for one reason and another volun- 
teers have not been forthcoming in anything 
like the extent necessary to meet the de- 
mand for military forces in the field. Thus, 
England is forced to conscription against 
government will and over the protest of the 
people. 98 \ . 

It is unfortunate that it had to come, but 
events and reverses have long since indi- 
cated that England must throw her ultimate 
forces into the field, if she expects to win in 
a conflict in which she has fallen far short 
of world expectations up to date in her 
progress toward victory. 


WHAT HAS BECOME OF IT? 


It seems only yesterday—it has been, in 
fact, only a few weeks—since the whole city 
talked about and agreed uppen an enterprise 
that aroused no single discordant note — the 
establishment in Atlanta of a combination 
county and city university high school. 

Everybody approved it, approved it 
strongly.

We are almost on the threshold of a 
new year.

DID THE SENATE PUT A CHECK ON .

At the regular session of the legislature 
the house cut the Seer eprntewe to state in- 
stitutions and passed the general appropri- 
ations bill on to the senate to replace them. 
What the house would have done at that time 
if the bill had come back with the cuts re-

Agricultural Commissioner H. K. Bryson and 
Président L. M. Rhoades, of the Farmers 
National union, have given the work of the 
road along the line mentioned their hearty 
support. Dr. H. A. Morgan, dean, and his 
associates of the agricultural department of 
the University of Tennessee, are giving their 
hearty co-operation in the work. 


Demonstration Farms. 


The plan for developing the agricultural 
resources of the“ territory, as put into practice 
by President Peyton, includes a chain of 
demon tion farms, six of which are now 
in cultivation at Sewanee, Decherd, Tulla- 
homa, Murfreesboro, Dickson and Martin. 
Through these farms the crops which are 
suitable to that particular soll are cultivated 
and the farmers are shown what their land 
will do under intelligent and scientific culti- 
vation. 0 

The methods used by Special Agricultural 


Agent Joseph H. Judd are those which are 


approved by the University of Tennessee, and 
the farming operations are conducted in such 
a manner as may be followed by the farmer 
of small means. The results so far show 
that alfalfa, clovér, Wheat, boats, potatoes, 
eto, may be cultivated profitably and that 
by a system of crop rotation farming and live 
stock operations may be improved materially. 

That this work will have its effect upon 
the entire south is evident from the number 
of inquiries received about the methods fol- 
lowed, 

In talking to the farmers over the coun- 
try President Peyton has deen frank with 
them. He tells them that the railroad in 
its efforts to advance their interests is doing 
so for the reason that he believes what helps 
them will — the railroad and that, eventu- 
ally, they will begin to produce more than 
they can use on the farms. Then the rail- 
roads will get more freight and in that way 
returns will begin to come iu on the in- 
vestment. 4

Will Probably Eliminate Lea. j 

A careful and unprejudiced investigation 
of the situation leads to the conclusion that 
Senator Lea will be eliminated, and that the 
run-off will be between former Governor 
Patterson and Congressman McKellar. 

The campaign has been going on with 
more or less heat and activity for three 
months,. It has been characterized by much 
bitterness, engendered by alleged exposes of 
the political careers of the three candidates. 
Mr. McKellar and Mr. Patterson have not at- 
tacked each other so much as each of them 
has attacked Senator Lea. Early in the cam- 
paign Mr. Patterson said in a speech at Chat- 
tanooga, “I have nothing against McKellar. 
All I want him to do is to get out of my way.” 

But McKellar did not get out of Patter- 
son's way, or. Senator Lea's way, either. 
the contrary, he continued on his own way, 
exhibiting surprising oratorical powers and 
enduring activity, with the result that he is 
admittedly a formidable candidate. 

Prominent Politicians Against Lea. 

Senator Lea was elected to the United 
States senate by the legislature of Teunes- 
see, through a triple combination of demo- 
crats, republicans and independents, on Jan- 
uary 28, 1911. It was the eleventh ballot cast 
by the legislature, but the rirst upon which 
Senator Lea’g name was presented. He wait- 
ed until the psychological moment and then 
had his name presented. The result was 
he received 68 votes, winning by only two 
votes more than the 66 votes necessary to 
elect, 

Having been elected in 1911, Senator Lea's 
term does not expire until March 3, 1917. 
Since a year and a half must intervene be- 
fore Senator Lea may begin a second term, or 
before his successor may assume the senato- 
rial toga, many people have wondered why 
the democrats are holding their senatorial 
primary eighteen months previous to the ex- 
piration of Senator’s Lea’s present term. Sen- 
ator Lea’s personal explanation of this is that 
his political enemies rang in a snapshot pri- 
mary on him in order to give him as little 
time as possible to prepare himself for the 
fight.. He charges that the democratic state 
executive committee called the primary pre- 
maturely and hastily, thinking tnat he would 
have no time to devote to the campaign at 
present. As it is true that the call for the 
primary this fall caught Senator Lea much 
less prepared for the campaign than he would 
have been next year, perhaps it is possible 
that hig political enemies put one over him. 

However, Senator Lea, undaunted, has been 
making a vigorous campaign, sometimes 
speaking three or four times a day, and has 
visited practically every county in the state. 
Realizing that Patterson and McKellar were 
fighting him more than they were fighting 
each other, Senator Lea has tised a double- 
barrelled oratorical gun, so to speak, in fight- 
ing them, the while bombarding them with 
Shrapnel stuff through the columns of his. 
newspaper, The Nashville Tennessean and 
Ammian. 


Provekes Opposition of Senator Shields. 


Not confining criticisms published in his 
paper to Patterson and McKellar, and their 
avowed supporters, Senator Lea persistently 
attacked his colleague in the senate, on. 
John K. Shields, of Knoxville, who, althéugh 
the “elder man, is the junior senator from 
Tennessee. Friends of Senator Shields say 
that it was his intention to keep out of the 
controversy, without expressing any opinion, 
and Senator Shields avers the same, declar- 
ing that he Was willing to let the three can- 
didates fight it out among themselves, but 
Senator Lea’s repeated attacks in The Nash- 
ville Tennessean provoked Senator Shields to 
publish an open letter a few days ago, in 
which he announced himself as strongly op- 
posed to the nomination of Senator Lea on 
the ground that “he is wholly unable to com- 
prehend the dignity and duties of the high of- 
fice he holds, and does not possess the quali- 
fications essential to a senator of the United 
States.” a 

At the same time, While thus opposing Lea, 
Senator Shields did not directly favor either 
Patterson or McKellar. As to that phase of 
the situation, Senator Shields said: “I hope 
that an able, broad-minded man, who will 
comprehend his obligations to the people and 
is able to discharge the duties of the office, 
will be nominated and elected,”

The opposition of Senator Shields and of 
Congressman Moon, both of whom possess 
great political influence, especially in east 
Tennessee, has undoubtedly mitigated the 
chances of Senator Lea making a good show- 
ing in the primaries tomorrow and may be 
the real cause of his possible elimination. 


MeKellar’s Friends Mest Confident. 


Whoever may lead in the senatoria) pri- 
mary, the campaign managers of Congress- 
man McKellar seem the more confident of 
their candidate polling the largest number of 
votes. McKellar’s managers are the. only 
ones who have had the temerity to predict 
figures on the result tomorrow. In a fore- 
cast compiled at McKellar’s. headquarters in 
Nashville, based on reports from county and 
district managers, and from the congressional! 
district managers, the McKellar managers 
give him 49,000 votes out of a possible 120,000, 
and name Patterson as the second man, with 
41,000 votes, putting Senator Lea in the rear 
with 30,000 votes. The winning candidate, of 
course, must have a majgrity over the other 
two. 

On the other hand, one of Patterson's 
active workers estimates that no more than 
70,000 votes will be cast in the primary. He 
gives Patterson 30,000 of the 70,000, Lea 25,000 
and McKellar only 10,000. 


Still again, a newspaper man who has 


‘followed Lea almost all over the state esti- 


mates a vote of 100,000 and. says that Sena- 
tor Lea will win over Patterson and Mc- 
Kellar with approximately 10,000 votes to 
spare. He scouts the idea of a run-off. 

So it happens that one can get almost 
any kind of an estimate. It depends largely 
upon the political predilections and the heart 
desire of the man one may be talking to. 

This division of opinion may be said to 
strikingly illustrate the divisions existing in 
Tennessee’s democratic ranks. Prohibition 
and factional politics have kept the party 
torn asunder for a decade, and it is still far 
from being a united party. ‘ 

The republicans look upon these condi- 
tions with unmitigated pleasure and satisfac- 
tion. They are planning to seize what they 
consider a fine opportunity to put a repub- 
lican in the United States senate from Ten- 
nesse® as a successor to Senator Lea. 

Therefore, the nomination of any one of 
the three candidates tomorrow is by no 
means equivalent to an election, as it might 
have been in past years, for the republicans 
will make a strong fight to defeat whoever 
may be nominated. 


Patterson’s Strength Problematical. 


The most uncertain feature in connection 
with the contest, so far as surface indications 
may go, is the vote that Patterson may poll. 
Since resigning his candidacy for governor 
some years ago, for the purpose of harmon- 
izing the party, at which time the late Sena- 


+} tor “Bob” Taylor took up the gubernatorial 


banner, Mr. Patterson has had little to do 
with pplitics, but much with prohibition. An 
unfortunate incident in Nashville caused him 
to reform and for some time he has been a 
star speaker for the National Anti-Salo 
organization. . 

Mr. Patterson’s past may have the effect 
of defeating him when, as a matter of fact. 
his apparent reformation, as repeatedl; 
averred by himself and friends, should serve 
to bring him a large vote. 

The question with his supporters is “Can 
he come back?” 


Reppblicans Interested and Hopeful. 


While: this three-cornered contest has 
been going on between the democrats, repub- 
licans have looked on with more than pass- 
ing interest, and sometimes with amusement, 
at what they term the “antics” of the three 
candidates. While not participating in the 
primaries tomorrow, they will have almost 
as keen an interest in the result as the 
democrats, for they think they see an oppor- 
tunity to pluck e senatorial plum next 
year. 

80 far as the republicans are concerned, 
two vital questions present themselves in 
connection’ with the situation. 

First, “Which of the three candidates can 
we most easily defeat?" 

Second, “Who is the best man to 
against the nominee?” 

As to the possible republican candidate, 
three men have been frequently mentioned. 
They are Jesse Littleton, mayor of Chatta- 
nooga under a commission form of govern- 
ment; T. Asbury Wright, an influential at- 
torney of Knoxville; and ex-Governor Ben 
W. ‘Hooper. The latter is living quietly at 
his home in Newport, a town on the Southern 
railway between Knoxville and Asheville. He 
is desultorily practicing law, but is said to 
keep his fingers, with significant earnest- 
ness, on the political pulse of the state. 

The republican senatorial nomination 
will not be made until after the city and 
county elections in August of next year. 
Then the republican senatorial candidate and 
the democratic candidate will have more 
than two months in which to campaign for 
the senatorial honor. Even democrats admit 
that t republicans may choose a man who 
will give either one of the three democratic 
candidates that are to be voted en tomorrow 
the race of his Me. 

All of these conditions have operated to 
surround the senatorial primaries — 
with great importance and to arouse the 
keenest universal interest.

PROBING ACTIVITIES 


Britain, Russia and France 
Trying to Bring China In- 
to Anti-Teuton Pact—Jap- 
an’s Attitude Not Known. 


Washington, November . 19.—Great 
Britain, France and Russia are making 
efforts to include China in the membér- 
ship of the entente now aligned against 
the Germanic. Powers. Disclosure of 
this fact directed the attention of of- 
ficial Washington today to a compli- 
eated situation in the Far Bast, the 
seriousness of which had not hitherto 
‘been realized. 

It became known that to insure 
friendly relations between Japan and 
China, conversations and exch 
had been proceeding in Pekin and the 
European capitals looking to the for- 
mal entrance of China on an equal 
footing with Japan into the alliance 
that now includes Great Britain, 
France, Russia, Italy, Japan and Ser- 
bia. ‘ 

Military participation by China in 
the war would not be expected, but 
the political necessity of adding China 
to the allies is looked on by them as of 
vast importance. It was learned to- 
day that recently several Japanese 
warships were placed at strategic 
points along the Chinese coast, and 
that the possibility of internal revolu- 
tion in China through the proposed, 
change from republic to parliamentary 
monarchy had caused some Japanese 
officials to believe munitions of war 
should be husbanded for emergencies. 
When the recent Japanese-Chinese ne- 
gotiations were in progress Japan felt 
similarly compelled to hold her muni- 
tion supply for developments, which 
embarrassed Russia considerably. 

So far as is known here, most of the 
conversations have been conducted at 
Pekin, and it is not clear how far the 
proposal has been discussed at Tokio. 
The belief is general, however, that 
Great Britain, on account of the obli- 
gations of her alliance with Japan, 
probably has consulted Japan freely. 

China’s attitude has not yet devel- 
oped, but in some quarters here the 
view is held that the Pekin government 
is favorably inclined to the entente 
proposal, since the move would guar- 
antee the integrity of China during the 
present disturbed conditions of world 
politics and safeguard her interest# at 
the peace conference. In fact, some 
rumors have reached officials recently 
that the plan actually originated with 
the Chinese, who saw in it a means of 
checkmating possible Japanese aggres- 
sion. 

Just what advantages would lie to 
Japan in acquiescing in the propogal are 
not clear, but it is suggested that by 
placing on a solid foundation the re- 
lations between China and Japan, 
Japanese commercial interests in China 
might be immune from the possible 
disturbances which recurrent political 
friction might bring about. The feel- 
ing in China against Japan has been 
growing on account of the recent nego- 
tiations, and the possibility that a more 
friendly spirit might be developed be- 
tween the two Oriental countries also 
is said to be a factor in behalf of Jap- 
anese approval of the plan. 0 

Secretary Lansing declined to com- 
ment on the situation, declaring that 
whatever had been received’ by the 
American government on the subject 
was confidential. f

Rome was strong in its early days; 
Rome was strong because its digestion was 
good and its digestion was good because it 
rested and took things e during and 
after meals. 

Ergo— Rome was strong because of its 
mealtime conches. 

Such is the opinion of Dr. Anna Dwyer, 
an eminent physician of Chicago. She 
says „Rome was temperate, virile, sensible 
in its youth, The things that made it pow- 
erful were the same things that weakened 
it when abused. For instance, in the days 
of the republic, Romans exercised excel- 
lent judgment in their eating; they had 
the best i of digestion, consequently they 
were a happy, optimistic, energetic race. 
They gave their digestive organs a chance 
to perform their functions, After a meal 
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they rested on long couches beside the 


tables, thereby gratifying the demands of 
nature and performing the acts which 
gave those delicate parts of the anatomy 
the full ability of their functioning powers. 


What Man Requires. 

“The digestive system in man is so ar- 
ranged that a short period of relaxation, 
of complete restfulness {s required after a 
full meal has been taken into it. Modern 
“quick-lunch” habits are sent directly 
against this law and are responsible for 
much of the indigestion and, therefore, 
much of the worry and Irritability of the 
present-day races. 

“The Romans reclined during and 
after their meals. They stopped all their 
activities of body at this time; they ‘spent 
the period in jfoviality, in hearty enjoy- 
ment of their food and of the companion- 
ship of their guests. They ate slowly; 
they were in repose; they were contented. 
After dinner music played for them, sim- 
ple food rested pleasantly within them. 


Some Modern Fallacies. 


“Their success in things governmental 
and executive should be a lesson to us to- 
day, used as we are to believing fallacies, 
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Alma Tadema’s famous painting of a 
scene from a Roman repast. 


about haste and lightness in noonday 
meals, about vigorous walking after eat- 
ing, about “settling our food” with exer- 
cise. For fallacies these beliefs are, 
Brisk walks subsequent to the filling of 
the stomach delay digestion. They take 
the blood away from the digestive centers 
and hold up the processes that should pro- 
ceed without hindrance.

“The decay of Rome in later years bears 
out this theory of its dietdry wisdom, for 
when the mealtime rest hours were given 
over to sensualism and Bacchanalian rev- 
elries the benefits of the rest period were 
first neutralized, then ruined. Mere repose 
could not atone for the injuries of intem- 
perance.

The Egg That 
Dances on Water 


N EGG dancing on the water is an in- 


teresting sight that will always attract 


the attention of those who see it. But it is 
not every egg that will dance, though with 
care and patience any boy may give an 
egg the necessary liveliness. 

Having selected a good sized hen’s egg. 
we prick the shell at two points and blow 


or draw out the contents. Then, placing. 


the shell aside to get perfectly dry inside.

Why French Flag 
Has Unequal Stripes 


T IS not generally known that the three 

strips of color that make up the French 
national flag are not equal in width. When 
the tri-color was first authorized, 1792, the 
positions and proportiofis of the three 
colors were not stated, and such a variety 
of flags was seen that two years later the 
National Assembly declared that the na- 
tional standard should be formed of “the 
three national colors in equal bands 


placed vertically. the hoist being blue, the 


middle white, and the fy red.” 


For years the fag was made in this 
way, but though the bands were equal. 
they never looked equal owing to an op- 
tical illusion, the blue ‘appearing wider 
than the white. and the white wider than 
the red.

Snails to War on 
oe Pests 


o HBALTHY, free-living creature is 
N coiinon or unclean in a naturalist’s 
eyes, and to apply the word to a snail 
gliding along with its horns out and its 
house on its back is mere prejudice. At 
the same time it has to be admitted that 
snails do a great deal of damage in fields 
and gardens, and would do much more 
if it were not for thelr enemies, such as 
birds and hedgehogs. 

In this connection some interesting ob- 
Servations have been made on the er- 
traordinary appetite for snails and slugs 
exhibited by a Mexican snail with a shell 
about two inches long, which a naturalist 
has been trying for four years to accli- 
matize in France. 

The point is that it seems to have an 


extraordinary keen liking for everything 


in the snail line of life. It was tried with 
salad and fruit on the one hand, and with 
minced meat of various kinds on the other, 
but it would have none of them. 

Snails and slugs, however, it devoured 
with avidity. A watersnail occupied its 
attention for about ten minutes; the com- 
mon garden snail, with its strong, muscu- 
lar, creeping sole, took longer. In seven- 
teen days five of these snail-eating snalls— 
scientifically known as Glandinas—ac- 


counted for 100 snails, and one hungry 


individual was seen to eat a dozen vine- 
yard snails in twenty-four hours. 

It must be noted, however, that there 
were usually long intervals between meals, 
and that one garden snail every two or 
three days was generally enough. 

In most cases the Glandina grips its 
victim. before the victim has time to draw 
its body into the shelter of the shell, but 
it is also able to deal with a snail that 
has drawn Itself in, for it contrives to 
break down the doorway of the shell. 


Why Barber Gives Better Shave 


HETHDR you secure a close shave 

without enduring a feeling of raw- 
ness and soreness to the skin of the face 
depends upon the angle at which you hold 
your razor, according to a well-known ex- 
pert. 

Often it is said that no man can secure 
as satisfactory a shave at his own hands 
as he will be given by a barber: That this 
is not the case but that the reverse would 
be more properly true is the claim of man- 
ufacturers of razors of various designs. 

It is pointed out that all cutting uten- 
sils must of necessity have a sawlike edge 
and that any object is more readily cut by 
drawing the blade across it in a diagonal 
stroke than by a straight attack. 

Barbers understand this secret well 
ard. sometimes illustrate it by tapping 
their tongues with a razor blade. That the 
tongue is not cut is due to the fact that 
the blade meets it at right angles. Were 
the blade to move a degree to the right or 
left at the time it struck the tongue the 
latter would be lacerated. 

It is because the barber moves his 
fazor blade in a diagonal stroke, namely, 
downward and to the side at the same

“When the break took place, according 
to ornithological observations I have made, 
the immediate predecessor of the turkey re- 
maitied on the South American continent. 
There was a better development of the 
tutkey remaining in Australia and New 
Zealand. Along with it remained the moa, 
and on the Island of Mauritius was the 
weird dodo. It had found a mate in the 
moa, only to lose him, but the offspring 
of the moa and dodo was the genuine tur- 
key strain. 

indeed, turkeys lived in New Zealand 
along with the moas. These last birds, by 
the way, Were of varying sizes, some being 
no larger than the turkey and others grow- 
ing to 4 height of fourteen feet. Now, it 
is perfectly plain tö me that the original 
turkey lived in Atistralia, Aftica and New 
Zealand: that the pheasant went to South 
America, and there; through natural selec- 
tion, the Mexican turkey was evolved. 
This in turn became the American turkey. 


Not “Great Ameriran Bird.” 


“The first bird known to science is the 
archaeoptéerys; which lived in the cretace- 
ous age. After this came the hesperornis, 
a: two-legged creature that was amphibious 
and lived chien on nn. The archaéop- 
teryx and the hesperornis are the only 
birds we knot of that had teeth. 

Their offspring was the apteryx, or 
kiwi. After the kiwi came the mom and 
dodo and fifally thé pheasant and turkey. 
There is Four birds“ peerage.’ or ‘bird 
tree or whatever you choose to call it. I 
am willing to stake my reputation against 
that of any ornithologist in the world that 
I dim correct. Assdining, therefore, that I 

am correct, it is untrus and ufair to say 
that the ttitkey is the ‘great American 
bird. It is nothing of the kind. It really 
is a.bird that belongs to Africa and Aus- 
tralia.” 

Professor Savage Was greatly inter- 
ested in a skéléton and a festored figure of 
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to this country. The only others like it 
are in the British Museum, Oxford and 
Cambridge tiniversities and Utrecht. The 
bird is the gift of Walter Winans of the 
Baltimore family of that name, who now 
lives in Surrenden Park, England. 

Of course, as the dodo became extinct 
230 years ago, the specimens at the Ameri- 
can museum are restorations. Skull and 
legs were cast from original parts that 
were saved by early voyagers to the Island 
of Mauritius. The dodo had a huge, black- 
ish bill, terminating in a horny dock. 
cheeks partly bare; thick, short, clumsy, 
yellow legs and feet, ash-colored plumage, 
stumpy wings unfit for flying, and a short 
tail of white, curled feathers. It looked 
like a mammoth pigeon and was about 
half the size again of a turkey. 


Bird Proved to Be Good Mixer. 


When the Portuguese discovered Maurt- 
tius in 1507 there were plenty of dodos on 
the island. The bird showed such a socia- 
ble disposition that the voyagers named it 
“duodo,” meaning “simpleton.” 

The moas are one of the most interest- 
ing groups of ornithology for the reason 
that they fill the gap between the modern 
birds and those of prehistoric times; also 
because they ate the biggest feathered 
birds, and therefore originally flying birds. 
The hind toe, the shape of the legs and 
other characteristics similar to the pigeon 
and the turkey show that the relation of 
great-greatest-gratidfather is no dream, and 
the same reasoning applies to the dodo. 

They laid but one egg, in which respect 
their descendants, the pheasants and the 
turkeys, show more progréssiveness, unless 
the size is considered; When it will be

Then came her success in The Dollar 
Princess.” It was a piece that gave 
such wide play to her talents that it was 
apparent to all who had eyes that Miss 
Elsie would know what to do with riches 
if she had them. 

It was enough to make every million- 
aire in the land fight for her hand and 
fight for her hand most of them did.
